San Fbanoisoo, April 14.— The steamer 
MoDOwal, brings Honolufu news to April 6, 
stating that quietness provaila at Honolulu. 
President Dole is reported to bo busy draw- 
ing up a new constitution t\i' ho aubmittod 
to the convention to be hold in May, Tho 
proposed convention is now tho roain su^-. 
jcct of disonasion. . The election of dele- 
gates is to be held on May 2, and the regis- 
tration of voters ia now proceeding. Only 
G17, however, havo yet taken tho oath 
noceasary to qualify as eleotora. These are 
nearly all whites and Portaguoae. Tbeoew 
constitution aa proposed will provide for an 
executive council, aa at present constituted, 
and a legialature to be formed by appoint- 
ment. The upper houae or Senate will bo 
composed of twenty-four members appointed 
by tho President, tho Vioo Presidout und 
the l<]xecutivo Council, for two years. Tho 
lower house, compoai-d of forty meniborB, 
will bo appointed by the J^xccutive Council 
and the Senators. When the Executive 
Council, .Senators and Asaemblymen havo 
been agreed upon, they aro to bo callod to- 
gether to promulgate a eecond conatitution 
and to fix tho dato of a general eleotiou of 
govornment oUicers. 

Tho Holumua (Royuliafc orgar) of tho 
20th, contained a notice of the Hui Aloka 
Aina to the Hawaiian people, ending in the 
following terma ; 

" Wo earnestly recommend all membora 
of the If ui Aloka Aina, and all Hawaiian 
sympathizers, to refrain from pirtioipating 
in tho coming election for deiegutcs to the 
proposed convention,*and all membera of 
tho Hui Aloka Aina are especially cautioned 
against taking'any of tho proposed oaths, or 
taking any part whatever in the afore- 
mentioned election, or joining any oluba 
started to prepare for the asms, or from 
joining in any acta whatever affeoting tho 
Hawaiian nation or the people's appeal now 
under coaaideratiou before the executive 
and legialative authority of the American 
nation." 

The Hui Aloka Aina, or Patriotic Leagae, 
claims to represent the Hawaiian or Kanaka 
nation, and holds that its appeal aent in to 
the U 3. Congress is now under considera- 
tion, and likely to receive a favorable ver- 
dict, reeulting in tho restoration of tho 
Quoeu. The roynliata aro in regular receipt 
of information from an agent in VVoahiug- 
ton, who profeaoes to liavo secret informa- 
tion that tho President and t<ccretary Gres- 
huni expect in duo time to enforce the de- 
mand of Miriater Willis, made in December, 
and to put LUiuokal.ini on the throne. That 
agent correctly predicted Willis' efforta to 
restore her, and Ihey fully believe his 
present reporta. It is becoming evident 
that the great majority of tho natives so 
fully believe in tlio early restoration of tho 
Queen by the United States that they will 
not dare to di8obc<y her orders or to take the 
preecribed oath abjuring the monarchy and 
dcclarincr allegiance lo the Provislonjil Gov. 
ornmont. 

A small majority in Honolulu are avowed 
supporter's cf the revolution. In the country 
diatriota tho number of such is much larger. 
Tims far very feivof the natives have taken 
tho oath and registered in Honolulu. Tho 
reault of tho unien party's primary nieetinga 
in tho outer diHtricte of this island have bean 
80 far in favor of tho Consorvativea as to 
give thorn a majority in the island central 
committee. Appearances are that Conaer- 
vatives will bo chosen on tho oommitteo 
from mostof the districts on the other islands 
whore a majority of the supporters of tho 
GDvernmenc are more or leas dependent 
upon the planters for employment and trade. 

The radicals in Honolulu have already de- 
nounced the outer districts as rotten bor- 
oughs controlled by tho planter lords. At tho 
same time Conservatives denounca tho 
American League, which represents tho 
radicals, as a gang of tho Tatnniany sort, 
who aro trying to Ciipturo tho government 
for corrupt purpnaea. The radiciila are bo- 
ginning to clamor for a eubniiaaion of tho 
conatitution after adoption by tho conven- 
tion to a vote of nil who had registered. All 
constitutions were proclaimed ufter being 
mcdo by a f.;iv peranua in a council. Such 
aubiniaeinn to a vote rtiay bo conceded, al- 
thi)Uf;h it was nnc contemplated, and may 
delay the eatubliihinent. of tho government 
and possibly subjeot it to aomo risk. 



DAYID DUDLEY FIELD. 

.SiKiden Death of a Noteworthy Uember of a 
X'aihonB Family. 

New Yonic, April 1,3. — David Dudley 
Field died hero suddenly this morning of 
pecumonla. Mr. Field arrived from Italy 
on Wednesday. His only child is tho widow 
of Sir Anthony Musgrovo, who was governor 
of Queonaland, Auatralia, when ho died 
Ha wua born in Haddam, Con., February 
13, 1805 ; waa graduated ot Williama col- 
lege in 1825 ; studied law first in Albany 
and soon removed to Tsew York, where ho 
completed his studies ; was admitted in 
1S28 ; and from that time until 1885 he was 
continuously engaged in active practice. 
Mr. Field attained special prominence bi 
connection with bis'.laborB in the cause of 
law reform. In 1857 beheaded a oonimiasion 
appointed to prepare a political, a penal and a 
nivil code. These, with the preceding codes, 
were designed to supersede the unwritten or 
common law. These were completed in 
1805. In 1866 he proposed to the British 
assooiation a general revision and reform of 
the law of nations, and after seven years' 
labor prepared Outlines of an Interna- 
tional Code," wfaioh has been translated 
into Fronoh, Italian and Chineao. Mr. 
Field was originally a Democrat, although 
ho opposed tho pro-slavery policy. During 
the civil war ho was a stauncli supporter of 
the administration. For eight weeks he 
waa in Congrtas in 1876, filling the unex- 
pired term of Smith Ely, ond acted with 
tho Democrats in tho dii-puto over tho 
Presidontiol election. Ho waa tho oldest 
son of one of tho family which included 
Gyrus W. Field, now dead, Juatico Stephen 
J. Field, of the U, S. Supreme court, and 
Kev. Henry M. Field, one of the editors of 
tho EvoDgelist.

\ Vonng Mulatto Girl Claims to Havo Rich 
Relatives Whom She Gannot Find. 

Montreal, April 13. — A romantic caso 
has been brought to the attention of tho 
Montreal authorities through the appli- 
cation of Olga Hart, a young mulatto girl, 
for uasietanco to find her parents. The girl 
ia u (juadroon of prepoase^Biog appearance. 
She saya her father, a mulatto named Henry 
Hart, waa a banker in San Francisco, and 
her mother a white woman whoae maiden 
name was Julia Metoalf. Having to travel 
for hor health, her mother camo to Canada 
and placed her child in tho convent of 
Hooholnga to be educated, instructing tho 
aisters that whonover tho amount of money 
she loffc should run abort to apply to hor 
doctor in Now York until aho returned for 
her child. That waa in 1876. 

From that time Olga never heard of hor 
puronts. After two years tho siatera applied 
to tho Now York doclor fcr supplies. His 
onswor was that tho mother had died sud- 
denly without providing for the child ; that 
ho had no money bolonginp to her, and tliat 
ho know nothing of tho father or tho family. 
Thoy tbon wrote to tho father's addrcos, but 
rtcaived no reply. All inquiriea concern- 
ing her relations having remained fiuitlesa, 
tho young quadroon waa placed in a charit- 
able institution in thia city under the care 
of tho .Siatcra of Providence. There ahe 
was kept ond educated until she waa 12 
yours old. She waa then aent to tho country 
in French-Canadian families, where she 
worked for her maintenance until she got 
old enough to hire out as a domestic ser- 
vant. Tho girl aeserte that she has rich 
relatives in the atatts, whom she is unable 
to find. . -.

BEHRIN& SEA. PATROL. 

Instructions to Comraanders Completed— Their 
General Tenor OntUned-SalllDg 
Orders Secret. 

Wasuinoton, April 14.— The sailing or- 
ders and instructions to the commanders of 
the ships for Behring Soa patrol havo been 
completed. So far they aro kept secret, but 
tho general tenor of tho instructions, it ia 
understood, recjuirea tho naval offioera to 
seize any vessel found engaged in sealing 
north ol tho thirty-fifth degree of latitude 
after May 1 and before Augual 1. The 
presence on board of soaling apparatus will 
be regarded aa sufiioiont proof of the char- 
acter of tho vessel to warrant her 
seizure. Tho seized vessel, if carrying 
United States flaga will bo sent to the 
nearest United States port ond delivered to 
the judicial oflicers there to await trial. If 
a British vessel, it will be turned over to 
tho British naval officers who will return 
her to Victoria. Tho sailing orders will 
iileo bo kept secret ao aa not to defeat tho 
purpo3o or disposing tho vessels or fleets ao 
as to make it probable that no sealing 
craft can venture ' f«r into ' the sealing 
watcra without a reasonable certainty 
of capture. Soqie o{ the naval vcasola 
will lie in wait in the neighborhood of 
Sand Point and at the mouth of tho passes 
between the Aleutian islunda, through 
which the seals would pass from tho North 
Paoiflo into Behring Sea. A contingent ot 
the flee: will cruise off the coaat of British 
Columbia and Southern Alaska, following 
up the seal herds. Tuo fact that a vessel, 
United Statca or British, has cleared from 
port before' tho promulgation of tho laws 
will not eullioo to save her from seizure. 
Her cruise will be cut short and she will be 
returned to port to be dealt with by the 
courts.

U.sioNTOw.v, April 13 — Thin end of the 
ooke region had an exciting day, and aa a 
result 1,000 men employed at seven plants 
comprising 1,200 ovens are idle. The house 
of one man waa broken open. Ho was 
beaten, had one of. his ears cut, and waa 
then forced .to aooompany the atrikera. 
The men will meefe'to.niorrow and march 
north. No serious trouble is expected, as 
the atrikers'claira to be acting on the lawful 
plan. According to a well organized plan 
the strikers began jnaaaing at the Oliver 
Works thia morning boforo daylight. 
There are about 450 men employed at this 
point, mostly foreigners. A foiv of them 
want to work ; but all wore forced to go 
olong on the roads. John Pouclmeki, ono 
of thoao wanting to work, said 
ho wua sick and could not go. 
Hia houBo wua broken open and ho was 
beaten. To flniab their brutal wotk 
Pouobnoki waa held while ono of the men 
took his pocket knife and cut tho edge off 
one of hisoora. Then Pouohneki wua forced 
to go with the mob, aick and bleeding us he 
was. Tho mob marched south to Fair- 
chance, but tho men at work ulonp the routo 
wore informed by their friends that the 
strikers were coming, und they fled in pre- 
cipitate haste. Sheriff Wilholni had also 
aont a foroo of deputies to intercept tho 
strikora. At Redstone tho officers arrested 
six foreigners, said to be leaders, chorged 
with rioting at Lament, and aent them to 
j ill under a strong guard. One of tho men 
carried a large American flag, which he took 
to juil with him. No reaiataneo was offered 
by the r.iob. Arriving at Fairohanoe at ten 
o'clock, tho strikers started back at once. 
The Oliver plant has posted notices that the 
works will cloaa indefinitely.

GREAT NORTHERN STRIKE. 

Endorsed by the Trades iind Labor Councils 
—No Dlsturbancn Has Taken 
i'liice. 

St Paul, April 13.— A dispatch from 
Great Falls to-night says ; " No railroad in 
any oity was ever tied up more completely 
than the Great Northern ia hero this after- 
noon. At noon every man obeyed tho order 
of tho American Railway Union and quit. 
A long train of loaded coal cars waa left on 
the bridge giving access to the city, which 
prevented the Weab bound e.xpress from 
coming on thia aide of tho river. Permis- 
sion wua given to go on to Butte; but there 
^vaa no dispatcher to give it clearance. The 
Pradrs and Labor councils have endorsed 
the strike, and at a meeting this afternoon 
the merchants offered assistance. Not a 
wheel turns ; the ore supply of the big 
Boston and Montana smelter is out off. 
Thero is no disturbance. The strikers have 
appointed o committee to protect the pro- 
perty of tho company." 

" THE CAMPAIttN LIB." 

This Harbinger of tho Election Hakes lis 
Appeariinco and Is Promptly 

Kxposcd. 

Tho Times last evening published over 
the signature of " Workman " tho following 
letter, which may bo welcomed as Campaign 
Lie No. 1 : 

" When Premier Davio asked for the ex- 
penditure of over hulf a million dollars on 
tho Government buildings, he said that tl:c 
money would percolate througli tlio Prr,- 
vinco. What is the fact ? ^Vorkingmen irf 
tho I'rovinco aro rcfuaod work and it ia given 
out to workiogmen from the 'United States. 
li it not too bad that in these liurd timea 
such u largo amount of tho people's money 
ahould bo spent for the benefit of 
United States workinginen, aimply because 
Premier Davie did not look after the inter- 
ests cf the workinpmeu of the Province ? If 
Premier Davie hua nob the foretight to seo 
that tho people's monoy is spent for tlie 
benefit of workingmen of the Province, he 
needn't be aurprieod at the next genoral 
election if the workingmen should cast a 
solid vote against his Government and its 
aupportera.''^ 

The entire paragraph, from the firat word 
to the last, is so lull of Diiastatements that 
it ia not iikely to deceive anyone. To place 
plaiu fact in contradiction of falsehood, 
however, the Premier waa seen last evening 
by a reporter, who asked him for a word in 
reply. Hon. Mr. Davie said : 

" Wo may expect all kinds of barefaced 
lies about election times — thia ia ono of tho 
first, and an unmitigutod fulaehood. Tl o 
contractor has given und will give tho 
preference in all work to local men. 
So far bub few liunda have 
been employed, because the work ia only 
just commencing, and tljo atonecuttflra aro 
tho principal artizana at present required. 
All local representatives of tho trade who 
have applied for it havo obtained work; in 
the other trades tho few men at present 
working are all local men. The preference 
is olwuys given to our own people, and will 
bo. " 

And nailing tho lie still moro firmly, a 
praoticol working stonecutter, now employ- 
ed at tho now Government buildings, called 
at tho Colonist olEoo later in tho evening 
ond directing attention to tho letter in the 
Tiyncs asked that tho following answer to it 
be publiahcd : 
To THE Editor : — 

Aa a practical working man who knows 
what ho is talking about, allow me to give 
a fUt denial to tho statement contained in 
"Workman's" letter- that local labor 
(stonecutters) haa boou refused and United 
States workmen given omployment on the 
new Government buildings. There ia no- 
thing to aay abont it excepti that there ia no 
truth whatever in the atatement, .the facta 
being exactly contrary.

MABIiNE MOVEMENTS. 

The new marino railroad in Eaquimalt, 
tho construction of whioh waa commenced 
ab lut six months ago, is now coiivpleto, tho 
lirat test having been given its working gear 
yesterday, when tho large cradle waa low- 
ered into tho water at a distance of 750 odd 
foot from the shore and a depth of '20 feet 
at an ordinary tide. The cradle is a largo 
frame atruoture 275 feet long by 60 wide, 
and is equipped with keel and bilge blocks, 
the latter of whioh are manipulated from 
the foot board (a kind of ecaflfolding for 
working around tiie vessel) by means of 
" gypsies " or block and tackle. The cradle 
is worked by powerful machinery — a de- 
scription of which haa already appeared in 
tho CoLOKlST. Exoluaivo of the cradle, 
which weighs alone 600 ton^, tlio maohlccry 
is capable of hauling about; 1,900 tone. 
When a vessel ia on tho atocka aho can 
bo easily handled by tho ship car- 
penters as she will rest perEootly 
dry. As before stated, tho slip ia cipable 
of accommodating & vcaael 300 foot long, 
whioh can bo hauled up high and dry in a 
very abort time. Mr. W. F. Bullon, tho 
irrjnagor — practical operations about tho 
alip being in charge of A. C. Macdonald 
— states that he has a largo amount of work 
ahead. To-morrow the steamer Isabel will 
bo hauled up on the railroad to give it an 
official teat, and if everything is found in a 
satisfactory condition the coal hulk Rohort 
Kerr, of Vancouver, will be placed on the 
ways for a general overhauling. Thelaabol, 
however, will have nothing done to her in 
tho lino of repairs. She will simply go on 
the blocks to test them. 

MARINE NOTEa. 

John Clark, with a diver, went out to 
Gordon Head yesterday to examine the 
wreck of the ateamer Phantom, whicli lies 
in aeveral fathoms of water there. Nothing 
remaina intact but tho boiler, which haa 
evidently dropped out of the hull, allowing 
the latter to rise to tho surface with tho 
balance of tho machinery. Mr. Clark wns 
told while looking for the wreck that tho 
hull had been seen afloat in tho atraits. 

Two veasela were towed into Vancouver 
yeaterday to load lumber — tho Katie Flick- 
ering, of Sj.n Francisco, bound for Rosalia, 
Mexico, a&d tho British ship E^tcroft, for 
South America. The British ships Astoria 
and Grace Harward, and the bark Xantippo, 
aro chartered to take cargo at the HastiDi;8 
mill and due aoon. 

'H.M.S. Pheasant is spending Sunday in 
Eaqoimalt harbor. Sho returned from 
Comox yesterday, and for the next week or 
ten days will be employed in the vicinity of 
Seymour Narrowr, where her ofScers arc 
studyine the natme of currents. 

After to-morrow the steamer Comox is to 
make bi-weekly trips north from Vancouver.

iron, ateel and other raw materials. Tha 
Montreal Board has entered its protcei 
against the reduced duties on textile fa- 
brics, while the Halifax Board desires 
changps in the oil duties, &o. Either the 
manufikCurera have been hard hit or else 
they are endeavoring to create the imprea- 
aion that they have been. Simultaneously 
with the reduction of the taritf duties, 
a num'er of the large factories 
have g'.'. on notice of reductions in the

The Cariboo Railway Company naturally 
expect that the Dominion Government will 
aid them on aomewbat the same terms as 
have been granted to the Long Lake and 
Saakatcliewan railway and the Calgary and 
Edmonton, viz , f80,000 a year lor twenty 
yeara. In return for thia concesaion, tbeae 
two oompauien carry the mails, mounted 
police supplies and other stores and atook 
free. The Cariboo Railway Uon)pauy could 
hardly expect to render auch an equivalent 
to the Go'-ernment aa the two roada men- 
tioned and do not expect to socui e $SO,noO a 
year. If they receive 810,000 a year for 
twenty yeara it will be equivalent to a aub- 
aidy of Jl, 000,000 and ahould Bitiafy them. 

It the gallant arlillerynit'n of Uriiisli Co- 
lumbia could only have heard the coiiipli- 
menfa which were nhowcred upon tlicin at 
the Dominion Artillery Association meoting 
the other day, they must liavo been more 
than gratified. The unanimous aelootion of 
Col. Prior for the posilioa na president of 
of the association wns not only a compli- 
ment to him, but to the Pacific Province. It 
came as an unexpected surprise to the gal- 
lant colonel, and the flittering remarka 
which were made about him for the moment 
took his breath away. General Herbert, in 
moving Col. Prior's oleoiion as president, 
said thn* ho waa the representative tfB;er of 
a reornanized district. The

had been very largely incr.,'a8ed in alrength 
with a view to enabling tlie iuliabitunta (jf 
British Columbia to take a clearly dclincd 
part in the defence r f tlie Coaat. Recruits 
had come forward in good numbers, and in 
a very short space of time tbe extra number 
required— 300 men or thereabouta— had 
been put on the eatabliahment. This was 
due, undoubtedly, to the energy and devo- 
tion which Col. Prior had thrown into his 
work. Col. Prior had stood by the force in 
its dark dayB, and ho had had the aatisfact- 
tion of seeing in British Columbia a strong 
corps built up. General Herbert referred to 
the deputation which waited upon the min- 
ister and himself when they were out at the 
Coast, two years ago, at which time a request 
was made for the organiz^ition of a Highland 
company. Ho (General Herbert) had then 
impressed upon the deputation the import- 
ance of having a strong artillery force in B. 
C. and had remarked to them that men 
could work guns aa well without breeches as 
with them. He' waa glad t<A aeo that the 
Scotchmen of British Columbia had come 
forward in large numbers to join the artil- 
lery force and it was with great ploaauro 
that ho had conceded to their request to 
have a piper attached to the artillery com- 
pany which ia compoaed of Scotchmen. After 
Col. Stewart bad seconded tho motion for 
the election of Col. Prior, His Excellency 
put it to tho mooting and it was adopted by 
a standing vote. Lurd Abordcon in calling 
Col. Prior to tho chair aaid ho muat have 
cb'crvcd tho confidonco expressed in him by 
tho mover and seconrior. Ho wa? sure that 
tho hearty good wialioa of tho Asaooiution 
extended to Col. Prior would be warranted

would not bo disappointed. Tho gallant 
Colonel, in returning thanks, said he was

Moreove.r, in several 
of the Provinces, partizan considerations 
have led to the deprivation of the suflVage 
from, all perions receiving money from the 
Dominion Government, including post- 
maatera, oaatoma and ezoiaa oiHciala, and 
pcraona employed on federal pnblio works, 
including railways. Thia observation ap- 
plies markedly to Nova Sootia and Ontario. 
A c«refal estimate shows that if, during 
tho recent Provincial elections in. Nova 
Scotia, the Dominion officials had had the 
right to vote, the Fielding Government 
would .to-day have probably been out of 
power. Tbe beat plan which the House 
could take la regard to the franebiae wonld 
be to create universal auffrage. It ia that 
in ofTect to-duy, although not in name. 

THE LOWEST C.1UALIKICATION, 

that of an annual income of not leaa than 
§300 per annum, is within tho roach of 
every man 21 years of age. If a atraight 
manhood suffrage qualificition wore adopted, 
the work of preparing the liats would bo 
greatly lightened. The municipal rolls 
might be taken aa the basis, and the onus of 
registration thrown npon every qualified 
oitizon whose name baa not been enrolled, 
On the other band it may not be a bad idea 
to incorporate into «nr system that which 
prevails in certain states of the Union, and 
have a stated period for registration. There 
is undoubtfdiy a widespread feeling in 
favor of a change in tho present law. 

Two Cooaervativo members of Parliomont 
aro seeking to teat tho feeling of the House 
on tho question of granting the suffrage to 
women in federal electiona. Sir John Mac- 
donald waa a warm advocate of women's 
suffrage, and incorporated the proposal in 
tbe bill of 1SS5, but it was afterwards 
struck- out. 



SAMOA OiNUE MORE DISTRACTED. 

FigUtlnj; hu8 Aealn Broken out-Old Time 
HaviiKcry rromlncutly Displayed. 

San riWNClsoo, April 14 —The United 
Press correspondent at Apia, Samoa, writ- 
ing under date of March 27, sa>8: " As 

predicted in my lust letter, civil war has 
again broken out in thia litllo kingdom. It 
may bo remembered tliat tho malcontents 
had evacuated their entrenchineuta on tho 
demand of tho few government troops sent 
up to check their advance toward the town 
of Apia and had retreated to Solosolo and 
Satnafata. It waa considered that this 
retreat indicited weakness and inde- 
cision and that for some time to 
como tho Government would liavo nothing 
to fear from this (juarter. Tho troops, there- 
fore, returned to Muliuum, expecting thai 
their services might bs wanted in the Aan- 
na district, to the leeward of Apia, where 
the^e was considerable friction between the 
native residenta there and a body of Savai- 
ians, sent down by tho Government to 
watch them. On March 10, while two men 
and ft body of Savaiians were bathing in a 
small stream, they wero fired upon by an 
ambushed party. O20 man fell dead and 
two others were wounded slightly. The at- 
tacking men crossed tbe stream and after 
taking the head (ff tbe dead body hastily re* 
turned to cover. The shots and cries, ot the 
two wounded natives quickly brought de« 
tachments of both parties into colliaion and 
a brisk fasilado followed, during which two 
Savaiians were wounded and three Aannas 
were also wounded and ou« killed, whose head 
was secured by the Savaiians. During the 
Bkirniiah, the Aannas were driven back upon 
ono of their entrenohmenta, securing an- 
other Savaiian head. The head taken by 
the Savaiians appears to hove been secured 
under unusually revolting circumsiancc a. 
The man Imd been wounded iu tho leg, and 
being unable to keep up with hia friends aa 
they fell buck to tho fort, waa caught and 
held by two natives, and another decapi- 
tated him wlulst alive. On tho 12rh an at- 
taching party of '200 men in thirteun boata 
landed oppoElts a neutrid town on a high 
bank called Piai. To oppoao tho landing 
about thirty Aannaa liad been told od' witii 
inatrnctionn to rcacrvo their anrnnnition, 
only firing tliree ahots a man. It waa 
linally attrced that orders ahould be sent 
down to Government forces to remain in- 
active until Aanna had time to make out 
its case for the consideration of the Govcrn- 
n)ent.

UNDISORIMINA TINO IMITA TION. 

The AVestminater Columbian, taking ita 
cue from tho leadera of the Opposition, 
libore hard to convince ita readers that the 
appointment of a Royal Commission is no 
thing more than a " big bluff" on the part 
of the Qovenainent. Like ninety-nine-hun- 
dredtha of the aooaaatioos of the Opposition, 
this ia a mere reokleaa, and, indeed, an im- 
pudent, assertion not supported by a alagld 
ptirticlo of proof. If the inapirera of the 
C'olumVji^n do not see that the appointment 
of a Commission to Inquire into the chargea 
whioh the Oppoaition tbroaghout nearly the 
whole aession were indirectly and ambigu- 
ously making, ia the natural and in- 
evitable consequence of the course which 
licivven & Ca. saw fit to pursue, they 
nmat bo uncommonly stupid. Wo 
uro quite sure that the great majority 
of the eleotors see that, assuming 
the Govemtnent inuooent of the corruption 
liid to their charge, they could do nothing 
e!eo than move for a Commisaion of inquiry 
No Government could afford to lie quietly 
and passively under tho accusations which 
were every day preferred against them by 
the OppoBitioD. It sanieadily beaeea that 
if the Goveraifent contented theniaelTea 
with merely denying thecbargea, the Oppo- 
sition would, as soon as the aoaaion closed, 
proclaim from one end of tho country to the 
other that tho Government's failure to de- 
mand an inquiry was tantamount to a con- 
fessioa of gatlt. And the Columbian would 
no doubt be among the first to ralae this ory, 
It must be admitted that it would be far 
more reaaonablo to interpret the failure to 
demand an Inquiry into an admission of 
guilt, than to deolaro that tho motion to ap- 
point a Royal Commission ia mere " bluff. " 
A Commission compoaed of aensible ond im- 
partial men will bear all that the Oppo- 
aition have to advance in proof of their 
Bcouaations, and that evidence will bo 
read and weighed by every elector in tlio 
Province who reads tho nowspapora. If 
evidence were given before the CommisBion 
iinplioatlsg any member of the Govecnmeat 
In a corrupt tranaaotlon, would not such 
evidence have an effect on tho olootorato 
adverse to tho Government; and that, too, 
altogether independent of the finding of tho 
Commission? Knowing this to bo tho case, 
what weight cun there bo in the assertion 
that the ComnlssioB is nothing moro than a 

big blnflf " ? So far la this from being tho 
0>se that tho Government, by demanding 
the appoittmont of a Commission, ran tho 
risk of Buffering injury from tho hasty con- 
oluaions arrived at by thoso who read tho 
evidence, and from tho falao and malicious 
Interpretations put upon tho teotimony by 
their opponents. Tho guilty m*n who de- 
mands an open trial for no other purpose 
than that of bluffing his aoouaers, plays an 
erooodingly dangerous game, and one which, 
in nine hundred and ninety-nine caaoa out 
of a thousand, ia oortoin to prove a losing 
one. 

We readily admit that the demand' for an 
td^airy ought to have been made by the 
Qovernment'e aoouaers, and they would, no 
doubt, have made that demand if tlioy be- 
lieved that there waa tho Blighteat modicum 
of truth in their ncouBationg, It ia impoB- 
"sible to imagine that they would intention- 



ally deprive themselves of the immense ad- 
vantjge that they would gain.J!Ejthey,wl)y. 
any possibility, could prove thai there wen 
good grounds for their aoouaationu. 

The Columbian, again following ita lead- 
ers, aaya that the Oovemmont shirked in- 
vestigation, because they did not accept the 
Leader of the Gppoaition's amendment, 
whioh was evidently drawn up to balk in- 
quiry into the only important lasae before 
the people. We have already exposed tho 
absurdity of this contention. AH that we 
will do now ia to reproduce the Gavern- 
mont'a resolution to appoint a Royal Com- 
miaaion, commending it to the careful study 
of all who desire to arrive at a reasonable 
and an impartial oonoluslon on the aubjeot : 
*' That wheroaa, acting under tho advice 
of the Executive Council, His Honor tho 
Licutonitnt'Governor has been ploasod to 
give a Provincial guarantoe of intereat upon 
tho bonda of the Nakuap & Slocan railway 
company to the extent of i per cent, pec 
annum on §"25,000 per mile for twenty-five 
yeura, aud hy tho like advice has, in tho 
ogreoment for tlio guarantee of interest, ro- 
served tho right to aubslituto bonda guiran- 
teeing principal at tho rate of §17,500 per 
mile, toi^othor with interest at a rata per 
annum Butlicient to enable the company to 
realize par, but in no case to exoeedfi per 
cent, per annum j 

"And whorooa by message from Hie 
Honor tho Lioutenant-Govornor, with tho 
advice aforesaid, a bill has been introduced 
for tho purpoeo of guaranteeing principal 
and interest in manner mentioned in the 
said agroemont ; 

"And whereas it has been stated by the 
honorable tho member for Nanaimo dis- 
trict, in bia place in tho bouao of assembly, 
in reference to tho said guarantee, that it 
appeared that tho honorable tho leader of 
tha Government was a member of tho com- 
pany, and had been working for tho com- 
pany and not for the Province, and It has 
also been insinuated in the said bouse of 
assembly by other honorable members, al- 
though not directly charged, that the mem- 
bers of tho executive council were actuated 
by corrupt motivca in advising His Honor 
tho Lieutenant Governor in relation to the 
matters aforesaid ; 

" Therefore, be it resolved, that an bum 
bio address bo presonted to His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor, praying him to ap- 
point a Royal Commiasion to inqulro 
whether the honorable the*Premier, In ad- 
vising tho said guarantee, has worked for 
the company and not for the Province, and 
whether corrupt motives of any kind exiat- 
od with or iufluonood His Honor's ministers 
in the advice tendered by them to His 
Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor in relation 
to the Nukuep & Slocau railway company 
"And whether ony of His Honor'a min 
iatera have, or had, any interest, directly or 
indirectly, in tho Nakuap & Slocan railway 
company, or in any of tho contracts of the 
company, or in the construction company, 
either in furnishing material or supplies, or 
in any way whatsoBverJ' 



OONFIBMATION STRONG. 

Tho Times affects to make light of our re 
marks on the Texada Commiasioo, but it 
nevertheless devotes a column to the eub- 
ject, and restores to Mr. Heaven's resolution 
the head of whioh it had so cruelly deprived 
it. We are obliged to our contemporary for 
devoting ao much of ita apace to this Inter 
eating matter. It ahowa that Mr. Robson, 
who made tho accuaation, demanded the 
inquiry. It further shows that tho Govern 
ment voted down that resolution on tho plea 
that there were not aufiicienb grounda 
to justify the appointment of a Royal Com- 
miasion, And then it shows that after Mr. 
Robson's resolution was put out of tho way 
the Government moved and carried a reaolu 
tion of their own in which they defined the 
scope of the Commiseion in tho way that 
suited themselves. According, then, to the 
Times' own acoeuht of the proceedings, 
"Ministers Walkem and Beaven on that oo 
cusion peraujtdcd tho House to limit tho 
scope of the irqairy." In thia, tho Times 
unconsciously ugrees with tho Hon. Mr. 
Davie, and shows that ho was perfectly right 
in the stand he took with respect to tho 
Texada case. 



INAPPROPRIATE EPITHETS. 

The Victoria organ of the Oppoaition ovi 
dently pays very little attention to the true 
significance of the words It uses. In ita 
iaaue of Friday it oharaoterlzea statementa 
made by Col. Prior in his «poech on the 
Budget aa " grosa miarepreaentationa " and 
" outrageous slanders upon British Colum- 
bia." 

When we examine the statements to which 
this very strong language Is applied we aro 
aurpriaod at our contemporary's rocldess 
uess. " Col. Prior," the telegram informs 
U8, "declared himself an out-und-out pro- 
teotioniat and objected to aomo of tho roduc 
tions of tho duties. Britith Columbia was 
in favor of protection, and all that she 
wanted was expenditures on public works 
for tho largecustoms duties whioh alio paid." 

Asauming that thia ia a fair aynopoia of 
Col. Prior's spoooh, whioh is by no means 
certain, whoro are we to find tho " gross 
miareproaeutations " and tho outrageoua 
slanders on British Columbia ! Col. Prior, 
we presume, knows what are his views on 
tho subject of protection, and it ia not likely 
that ho would miarepreaent himself grossly 
or in any o^hor way. There is tho strongest 
ovidonoo that British Columbia, aa o prov 
ince, ia in favor of protection, for it has sup 
ported the policy of proteotlon ever Biooe it 
was established. British Columbia has 
nover yet sent a man to Parliament to op 
poae proteotlon ; ao thcro ia no " misrcprc 
aontation " in the atatomont that British 
Columbia is in favor of protection. Nuilher 
aro British Columbian proloctioniato " alan 
dorod " when it Is said that whilo thoy aro 
willing to support a protootionist policy thoy 
wont oxponditurca on publio works in pro- 
portion to their contribution to tho rovonur. 
Tho groat majority of tho supporters of tho 
Government In this Province believe thot 
itcontributea more thanits propersharototbo 
Dominion revenue, and they desire a fair 
compensation for thia excess. If Col. Prior 
Bxprooaed himself in this way strongly and 
emphatically ho, we aro certain, voiced the 
opinion of tho majority of its inhabitante. 
Tho demand for justice in thia respect 
is nothing to be ashamed of, and the exprea- 
elan 30! it by Ool. Prior or - by 



any one - else is no slander. - British 
pplnmbiatu,i^paimot\r;expfat.y^^ have^'- a 
taflBL frame l' expretsiy to suit ' their 
circumstances, but if the trado policy that 
is decided by the people to be bett for the 
Dominion as a whole, bears too heavily on 
thia Province, its inhabitants do only what 
is due to themselvei and fair aa regards the 
rest of the Dominion, wheq ^bey ask to 
have the undue pressure removed from their 
shoulders in aome equitable and practicable 
way. Col. Prior, then, when he inaiated on 
aomo Buoh arrangement, ao far from aland- 
ering Britiah Columbia, tried to do it an 
easential service, a service which deserves a 
very different aokno\{ledgment than that 
aooorded to him by the Victoria Times.' 

TEE FRSma TREATY. 

The Parliament of the Dominion ia during 
the present setaion to bo asked to give its 
sanction to tho treaty with France, nogoti- 
oted by Lord Duflorin and Sir Chorles Tap- 
per some time ago. There has been some 
dlfScuUy about sanoiioning thia treaty, but 
it ia evident that there are reasons of state 
whioh forbid further postponement of ita 
ratification. 

It ia said that in the opinion of Sir John 
Thompson and Mr. Foater, Sir Charloa Tup 
per has not made a very good bargain for 
Canada, but it seems to ua that the objeO' 
tions to It are rather sentimental than prac 
tical. In tho first place, the effect of tho 
operation of tho treaty will be to lessen 
ruther than incrcano tho burdens of iho 
people of Canada, and it will facilitato the 
aale of some of the products of Canada in 
tho French market. .The treaty stipnlates 
that the Canadian duty on aoaps, non 
sparkling winea, nuta, prunes, almonds and 
plums bo rcduo-d. Verj' few will objuct 
lowering tho duty on Frer.cli coup and 
French uuls and prunes, but a good many 
will object very strongly to making the 
duty on the still wines of France any 
lower. 

In return for thcDO conoeeeiona on tho part 
of Cocada, certain articles the product of 
the Dominion will be allowed to enter Franco 
at the minimum rate of duty, It is neces- 
sary to explain here that the French tariff 
haa a double oolumn of duties— one very high 
for tHSae nations with whom it baa made jio 
apecial agreement, and one considerably 
lower for the nntiona with whom ita trade 
is regulated by treaty. Theaa duties are 
spoken of as the " maximum " and the 
" minimum." 

a?he treaty provides that the " following 
articles of Canadian origin imported direct 
from that country accompanied by cortlfi- 
cates of origin shall rcceivo tho advantage 
of the minimum tariff on entering France, 
Algeria, or the French colonies : 

Canned meata. 

Condensed milk, pure. 

Freeh water fish, eela. 

Fish preserved in their natural form. 

Lnbaters and crayfish prcaorved in their 
natural form. 

Apples und peare, freah, dried or preaaed. 

Fruita preserved, others. 

Building timber in rough or sawn. 

Wood pavement. 

Staves. 

Wood pulp (cellulose) 
Kxtract of cheutuut and other tanning ox- 
traots. 

Common p'jper, maohino made. 

Prepared skins, others, wliule. 

Boots and bhoca. 

Furniluro of common wcod. 

Furniluro other than chairs, of solid 
wood, common. 

Flooring in pine or soft wood. 

Wooden soa-goinn ahipa. 

" It ia understood that the advantage of 
any reduotion of du'.y granted to any other 
power on' any of the.artiolea enumerated 
above shall he extended fully to Canada." 

Tho above list shows that many important 
products of this country will be able under 
tho treaty to enter tlie ports of France 
under advaniageoua circumaianoes. Canned 
dalmon, we think, is among these. They 
come under tho head of " Fish preserved in 
their natural form." 

Tho lots to the revenue of - Canada, on the 
baaia of the importation of 18B2, wiii not be 
very great. According to a good author- 
ity there wilL» bo a loss on wines 
of $30,500, and on soap, uuta and prunes, 
provided they aro imported from all other 
countrlea on tho same terms as they ore 
from France, §.S7,050 making in all a loas to 
tho revenue of §68,750, whioh Is not exactly 
a ruinous one, particularly when it oomcs 
to bo considered that Canadians will get 
B;ill wines, nuts, soap and prunes cheaper 
than they did before tha treoty was in 
operation. The Opposition are trying to 
make capital out of the ratification of tho 
French treaty. We do not ihlok that thoy 
will be very suocesaful. If it were not for 
the lowering of tho duMea on still wines, to 
which temperance people will bo opposed, 
very 111 tie Indeed would be aaid about thia 
French treaty.

Kyle to Pittsburg, Fa. Mlaa Kyle and Miss 
Fuller Intend to remain in Taooma several 
days and will lecture in the First Methodist 
ohurob there this evenbg on the subjact of 
their misaionary work and ozporiencos. 
Misa Hayzood Bays that the ,, Metho- 
dists are accomplishing a gieat work 
in China, as are all other denominations 
roproscnted there. She has bean a misaion- 
ary at Shanghai nine and a half years; . they 
havo built up an extensive school ays- 
tem, having now about 100 froo day 
Bohoola in tho neighborhood of the city, 
with 1,500 to 2,000 pupils.

She finds hor pupils, too, very eager to 
study ; they aro industrious and intelligent, 
aud generally of good character. The Bap- 
tists of Nlngpo, says Miss Corbin, who has 
been there six yeara, number close to 1,500 
natlvea. They have aohools' which teach 
;fiOO children. They bailt hospitala a few 
' years af{o', and are maklngmany oonTerslona 
by raeana.of them.

lo-morrow Mr. W. F. King, head of the 
Canadian boundary aommission, leaves on the 
Thlatle with Meaars. MoArtbnr, Brabazon 
and Talbot, aurveyora ; Mr, H. rf. Topley, 
photographer for tho Interior department ; 
Mr, Simpson, secretary to Mr. King ; Mr, 
Rielly, sasiatant to Mr. MoArthur, and 
Mr, Small, Mr. Talbit'a aaaiatant ; alao 
thirteen men.- 

Canada was the first country to uso on an 
extended scale tho photographical system of 
survey which is being used in defining tho 
Alaska boundary. True, it has been used 
to some extent in Europo and tho principles 
of it wore adopted in Canada in 18SG when 
Mr, J, J, McArthur, acting under inatruc- 
tioua from Surveyor General Dovillu made 
the first survey of tho kind on this continent, 
using it on un extenaive soalo in the 
Rockica and Selkirk mountains. It 
at once proved its suitability for mountain- 
ous portions of country, and for that reason 
was adopted for the Alaska survey, it being 
the only system poaaiblo in that region of 
tremendous mountains. It ia alao wonder- 
fully accurate ; diatancoa can bo meaaured 
more accurately by it than any other means 
except triangulation, which, of course, 
would be out of tho question. 

The photo- topographical system is founded 
on triangulation. In tho firat place peaks 
are determined on by ordinary triangulation 
with the theodolite, and then the topo- 
grapher ascends to these points, and photo- 
graphs in the surrounding country, making 
a complete oirclo of the horizon. Each of 
those photographs is in"*^ true perspective. 
Tbo cameras are made expressly 
for the work, ond are fitted with 
levels acting like a transit. The 
plates will be taken to Ottawa by Mr. Top- 
ley to be developed and enlarged prints are 
made from them. By means of geometrical 
printa the perapeotlve ia reversed and it is 
poaaible to gab the poaition of as many 
pointa aa deaired both in horizontal position 
and vertical elevation, and by using a suf- 
ficient number of po>nta an accurate 
map ia seoured showing the lines 
of equal elevation. The scale used 
ia one-eighty- thousandth, equal to three- 
quarters of one inch to the ndlo. With 
contour lines 250 feet apart a difference of 
vertical elevation of 250 feet is shown. By 
moans of tho number of stationa wliich 
onablu the topographer to get views of tho 
same region from dififerent pointa, the detail 
of tho mapa can be worked in with great 
fullncsa. 

Tho cameras are fitted inaide with yellow 
screens, through which the photographs are 
taken. By theeo ecreons the blue iiuze in 
the atmosphere ia overcomo and views aa 
much ns sixty miles in distance can be taken 
should the day bo favorable. 

To show tho great value of the photo-topo- 
graphical system of survey, it may bo men- 
tioned that tho plans of it sent to the 
World's Fair in Chicago gained a gold 
medal, and tho Gorman, French and Italian 
governments have sent to Canada for phot&- 
graphs of plans and tho instruments used 
here,

There ia also a balance of something 
like .5100 in money in tho hands of the last 
committee. 

Suggestions are already being made as to 
attraotive features for the coming Twenty- 
Fourth, Among these is a aham nght or at 
Icaat a parade of tho B, 0. B. 6. A,, who 
would make a aplendid abowing now that 
the strength of the companies has been ao 
materially ioorcnsed. Then the Marine 
Artillery and sailors and marines from tho 
warships '(should there bo any in port at 
that time) nnght possibly be induced to 
turn out to assist in a military field day, 
which would prove exceedingly attractive 
and bring many visitors to tho city. 

Certain it is that the sooner tho prelim- 
inary arrangements are settled tho bettor, 
if tho citizens decide they want to have a 
celebration.

LITERARY NOTE. 

Napoleon Bonaparte a Contributor to The 
CosmopoHtiin Magazine. 

Tho singular good fortune has fallen to 
tho lot of The Coamopolitan Magazine of 
presenting one of tho most remarkable pieces 
of fiction overwritten — remarkable because 
of its author and remarkable booauAo it hai 
remained unauaprcrcd and nndiaoovored for 
more than a hundred years, only to bo given 
to tho woi Id at, last in bn American maga- 
zine. During a recent call at tho office of 
tlio editor of Fhe Cosniopolitan, ho mention- 
ed til it lie liad on the pri-sti a in tho April 
nuniber u littrary treasiire, and asked nio to 
guaas tho natne, saying lint io waa written 
by u most dia'itiguished Lertmn. After a 
moment's thought I von'urod : 

" President Harrison ? " 

"Greater than he," was the reply, 
"Ooess again." 

" Blaine I " 

" Greater than Blaine. " 
" Gladstone 7 " 
" Greater ih.a be." 
••Biamaroli?" 
" Greater than he." 
. " Emperor William ! " 
" Much greater." 

" Pope Leo XIII 2 " I guessed wildly. 

"Greater than he." 

Then I was at a lose, and hesitated. 

" You must not confine yourself to living 
men," he interrupted. 

" You say it ia a piece of fiction and by a 
man greater than Bismarck, Gladstone, tho 
Emperor William I confess you puzzle 
me." 

" Well, Buppoao I say it was a Coraican 
atory," Tho riddle was solved, A story waa 
actually in oxiatenco by Napoleon Bona 
parte, Tho manuscript had survived the 
vicissitudes of war and exile. Had 
mainod locked up for a hundred years and 
was now about to bo brought to light in 
America, It appears from the researches 
made by tho French Napoleonic scholar, 
Frederic MaesoD, who vouches for tho fact, 
over his own signature, that Napoleon 
when a young lieutenant, wrote a Coraican 
story. The manuscript of this he confided 
to his uncle. Cardinal Feach, then Arch 
biahop of Lyons. When Cardinal Feach 
died in 1839, his papers were intrusted to 
his Grand Vicar, Abbe Lyonnot, Napoleon's 
manuscript waa sold by the abbe to Lihri, a 
member cf tho Academy and inspector of 
French libraries. Lihri sold this and some 
other manuscripts to Lord Ashburnham for 
$40,000, and from to a recent date Na- 
poleon's nianuaoripta slumbered in AshburU' 
ham castle. The Cosmopolitan maintains 
staff editors In both London and Paris, men 
ot wide acquirements, who spend their time 
in searching exclusively for what is likely 
to be of groat value to the readora of the 
magazine.

I honest, stupid iiuin — 
iVjsouietiines, but not 
often, a wonuui in- 
stead of a mail— who 
really cannot take in 
a now idea? Vou pro- 
liini, and lio laiiglis in a 
.good natured, indulgent sort of way 
and s^halu a his lioacl, ■which, by the way, 
is cent rally a fat nnd rod skinned bond, 
a little liald (jii tup, niid says: 

"Yes, vis, tliat's your fancy, bnt 
theie'.s nothing in it, you know. It's all 
been settled lopg ago, and pretty well 
settled, too — pretty woll settled too." 

Now, did it (ivor occur to you that 
such a inan is a vcrj- fair typo of tho 
world at laiKc? Of cunrsu tho exterior 
varies. In Italy, Siiain, Franco and 
other Latin countries tho .'^punkcr is 
lean and dark and inelancholy instead 
of .idlly. Ill' slinigs his shoulders, and 
raises Ui--^ eyebrows, and throws out his 
hand, with tho fingers spr<'adiiig like 
the sticks of a fan, and in his own mu- 
sical tongne enunciates the very eamo 
idea with the Anglo-Saxon: 

"It is all settled Ion- ago. NYhat has 
been will l;e. Tlierois no room or need 
for chiingo. Patienzal'' 

When a Latin says patienza, it means 
that he nbsolutoly won't even think 
about doing what yon wish to have him 
do or evi ii try to listen to your argu- 
ments ill faviir (if tho new course, It is 
very e.taspointiiig, bnt not quite soiuuch 
BO as the good natnred chnckle, often ac- 
companied with the rattle of email cur- 
rency in tho trousers [locketa of tho mid- 
dle aged Angln-S.'ixoii. 

Both tho one and tho other aro simply 
voicing tho pruvailing sentiment of their 
species about many matters, and chief 
of thein just now about tho proper place 
of wnnion in the world. 

Long ago, .=o says onr friend, espe- 
cially the middle aged Anglo-Saxon, 
this was all settled. Woman, lovelj' 
creature, was designed like tho daisies 
to modestly ornament and embellish tbe 
path of man. She was to lovo, honor 
and olioy if sho was permitted to marry 
him, and she was to serve and obey him 
under all circumstances and in every re- 
lationship. While she was young and 
pretty, man wonld admire and flatter 
her, oven going to groat lengths of folly 
in proving to her how much ho loved 
her so long as she roniained out of reach. 
But once she yielded to his frantic so- 
licitations and became "the crown of 
his existence," tho programme changed 
entirely. If a crown of existence, after 
a few years it was in tho fashion of an 
old hat— soft and pliable, easy to wear 
around home, but none too good to bo 
tossed into a Corner or "hung up" in- 
definitely when its wearer cboso to go 
out into tho world. 

But tbe world tarns over ovoiy day, 
and in spite of gravitation and cohesion 
and various other laws of nature things 
do get occasionally turned upside down 
and "a little inised." Certainly it is a 
pit}' — that is, from tho masculine point 
of view — that Galilei over arose to in- 
terfere with the good old order of things 
when the solid plane of earth stood still 
and a man might know what to expect. 
Bnt so it is. There is always .somo 
troublesoiiio creature ready lo suggest 
things are not what thoy seem nor what 
it has always been convenient to believe 
they were. 

"It docs niovo nevertheless," re- 
marked Galilei as lionigned bis recan- 
tation of just this heretical error, and 
woman — i);iy, let us give her the biggest 
capital in t!ie composing box and say 
\Yoinan — is just the same sort of rovoln- 
tiunist as \v;ih (ialih'i. Very calm and 
gentlo ami rather timid, so that she may 
even bo coaxed or hnllied into signing .a 
recantation of lier firuie.'jt coiivielions, 
bat always sweetly murmuring as sho 
does su: " Xeverthelesa it does move." 

So, having acquired some now ideas in 
tho course uf this Galiloistic revolution 
and rebelliuii, lovely woman began to 
wonder why ber sijhero was necessarily 
a vei-y small and monotonons circle, 
too much resembling the sphere of n 
horse in .a cider mill and why it should 
not bo an e!li]ise, a rhomboid, a para- 
bola, an anything in or outside of 
geometry, so long as it was something 
big and t9ee and universal. Woman's 
spherel Why not talk of man's sphcro 
and bo alw.iys worrying around and 
fussing and fretting to see that he does 
not get out of it? Man's sphere is tho 
sphere of the world — nay, of tho uni- 
verse — so far as ho has ability to grasp 
it. Then why isn't woman's sphero just 
tho sanieV iJer character and capacities 
are very much lik-o tlioso of man, al- 
though, like him, sho as a box ranges 
tlirougli many grades of capacity and 
intelligence. Homo women aro childish 
and silly. Souio men are fools. Soiuo 
women are govea-ned by feeling and by 
personal prejudice, but surely more men 
are governed by prejudice, with not even 
the excuse of personal grounds, but 
merely' blind and unreasoning. As for 
fooling, I will acknowledge that fownion 
aro governed liy their hearts in worldly 
matters, but moat of them are ruled by 
their pockets, and perhaps that tribnnal 
is neither nobler nor safer than tho 
woman's feelings. Whatever tlio right 
or wrong of tho matter, however, tho 
fact remains that woman has rather 
abruptly but very decidedly enlarged 



and readjusted her sphere until it has 
become, like that man, practically 
unlimited, excepfr'.Cy individual capac- 
ity. 

This position being granted — and I 
will say, in all courtesy, whether it is 
grauted-or not— ;it becomes essential to 
also readj^ust^^Qme ptber_ things befp«) 
one can with' rio'faitering voice define 
Woman's future position in tho world. 

Man's estimate of woman is ono of 
tho things needing readjustment. I 
have clearly set forth his long estab- 
lished, hereditary convictions, or rather 
prejudices, in the matter — those dear 
old prejudices to which ho clings as did 
tho deacon to hi8"ono boss shay," until 
Boino fine day when all at onco they 
crumhlo into dust beneath him and ho 
remains seated among tho ruins in an 
attitude at once mournful and ridicu- 
lous. 

Would it not bo bettor, dear sir, be- 
fore that day comes to provide a now 
and modotn veliiclo and respectfully 
put the old "shay" into a museum or 
lumber room? Only don't let your new 
"kirredge" bo a sulky, I beg of youl 

But descending — or ascending — from 
metaphor to plain stateniont and prog- 
iiDStication, it has become essential 
to tho prosperity of tho world in tho 
immediate future that men as a so:: 
should radically ohange their point of 
view with regaid to this'question. Wo- 
iiu'ii c.au no longer 1h) set aside. with a 
caress or puslicd aside with a scowl or 
walked over as if unseen and unknown 
outside of their old treadmill. They 
havo developed during tho last score of 
years into a new and thus far unclassi- 
lied power. hiUo. tho electric lluid, 
woman presents to tho aatonislied and 
rather frightened gaze of her comrade 
man a forco far surpassing any otbor 
yet known and capable of revolutioniz- 
ing .all existing jirocusscs iC only it can 
1)0 ecjnippt'd with safe iiiacliiiii'ry and so 
far coniprelieiidcd as to lie trusted to 
work after tho desired methods. 

Thus far man, tho lord of creation, 
has been rather worsted, or, assnino peo- 
plo say, "bested," liy both electricity 
and femininity, liut it is to be hoped 
that, following tho precept to "livo and 
learn," ho will finally evolve tho truo 
menniiig of the puzzle just now present- 
ed liy both. When that time comes, tho 
world having hitherto bumped along 
very lamely and painfully over the cor- 
duroy road of piejudico and precedent, 
with half its wheels fendored useless by 
a chain drag, will begin to travel not 
only moro comfortably, but moro expe- 
ditiously, and tho passengers will lind 
themselves ablo to think and tall: of 
Bomething outside tho discomforts of 
the passage. 

Woman's position in tho world of tho 
future will be a good deal like tho posi- 
tion of tho yeast in' a mass of dough — 
)iervadiDg the otherwise heavy and life- 
loss material with energy and impulse, 
developing resources unused and per- 
haps unsuspected, lifting tho whole Bub- 
stanco from mere material into tho 
wholesomo food ^.f man, tho traditional 
"stall of life." In tho social world sho 
has already done this, and with moro 
and more authority. In the literary 
world sho has marched in her army of 
occupation and taken up good, solid 
ground, fully intrenched and furtitied 
by "works" that no engineer can afford 
to despise. From this serene stronghold 
sho sends out her advanced guard, her 
corps of Construction, her light skir- 
mishers and occasionally under some 
ablo header a little body of veterans, 
who intrench themselves upon some 
new vantage ground, which they hold 
calmly and impregnably in spito of all 
warning cries and shrieks that tbey 
havo passed beyond their sphero and 
must retreat. 

In tho world Of art woman baa also 
j di'Iined her position as a living and 
growing power. Men havo always en» 
ccjuraged the idea that a cultivated wo- 
man shonbl know something about art 
■ — ^tliat is, sho should be ablo to tell tho 
work of ono artist from another and 
should bo able to intelligently follow his 
instructions in the matter of forming 
tastes and opinions. Also it was nice 
for a lady to bo ablc^ to make pretty lit- 
tle pencil sketches of a tree and a pond, 
an impossible cottage in tho background, 
Sometimes sho might aspire to water 
colors and have a dear little portfolio of 
washy views to exhibit to him of an 
evening. A few eccentric and strong 
minded young women were capable per- 
haps of copying in oil color tbe pictures 
originated liy men, and might, in fact, 
bo periiiitti'd ti> do so if they were ac- 
companied to tho galleries by some old- 
er female or suitable male guardian, 
for of course, being a woman, sho would 
not have sense or self respect enough to 
protect herself. 

But now that womi'ii conio forward 
as artists, not cojiyists; now that moro 
than ono woman has said, "If Rosa 
Bonhour can, why cannot I't" now tliat 
it is moio and more clearly proved day 
by day that a woranu's intuitive per- 
ception of character and during analy- 
sis, added to her facile touch and doll- 
cato feeling, makes her tho best portrait 
painter in the world if she has tho ar- 
tistic endowment, why, now poor be- 
wildered man has to drop his dear old 
tiiiio honored statonient that woman 
never invents, but simply copies; that 
sho is only tbe moon to his sun and all 
tbe rest of it. If sho can divine and put 
into form tho soul of a man instead of 
simply copying his lineaments, what is 
to hinder her from painting tho soul of 
nature and the true inwardness of 
events? 

But now at last woman presents her- 
self in the world of business and not as 
an omployco or as a capitalist simply, 
but in all capacities. Sho modestly feels 
and pleasantly says that there is really 
nothing beyond her capacity in any form 
of business with which man has hither- 
to coped. She feels herself coiiipotont to 
discuss bonds and stocks and loans and 
oven tho silver question and tariff. 

Sho sees nothing beyond her in tho 
question of manufactures or of imports. 
She can gauge the valnos of teas and 
sugars and siiicea in bulk as well as by 
retail. She is no moro alarmed by a 
bale of cloth or a case of silk or cartons 
of lace than she is by a single yard of 



these fabrics. She is quite aware that 
several women have ventured into the 
buAin ess world npon au'exteBded..acale 
and have come to grief and 'sometimes 

to obloquy, but sho gently inquires if 
tho rash pioneers of a now advance are 
to bo taken as just specimous of tbe 
army behind, or if becanso a short time 
ago an uulicoused mob hurled them- 
selves dpon the new lands just open to 
the people it is proved that our western 
country cannot bo decently settled? 

Women have conio into tho business 
world heavily handicapped by tho prec- 
edents and tho prejudices of man, who, 
having hitherto bad everything. bia own 
way, naturally desires to keep It so. 
This ho calls being conservative. 

Also woman is handicapped by her 
own inoxperienco. Sho is a good deal in 
the case of ono who, having long laid 
bound and blinded, suddenly receives 
sight and freedom. She is dazed and 
dizzy for tho moment, bnt only for the 
moment, and, trust mo, sho will never 
again return to tho blindness or tho 
bondage. Her place heiicefortli is shoul- 
der to shoulder, side by side with man, 
his comrade, his equal, his true help- 
meet in each and every world Into which 
mankind may enter — -tho other half 
without which he can never bo n whole 
and this dear old world of ours can 
never attain its true perfection of attain- 
ment.

Olio of tho FcaturcB of the Hidwinter Fair— 
A TiieoBOifhlst Conventlou
